FAIR DIRECTORS MEET

ors of the Red Deer Agricultural 
Society -was held on Saturday after- 
noon last. This society is fast be- 
coming one of the most progressive 
organizations in this part of Alberta. 
Not content with merely holding a 
Fair once a Year, the society is assum- 
ing the role of an Agricultural Boarc 
of Trade, with a view to assisting the 
agricultural interests of the district in 
every way possible. 

President Galbraith occupied the 
chair with a good attendance of dir- 
ectors. 

Reports showed that the hog pro- 
duction campaign was making very 
satisfactory progress. Quite a num- 
ber of meetings have been held. H. 
F. Kenny will address’ a meeting at 
Leslieville on Monday evening, the 
11th inst. IF. C. Whitehouse is in 
possession of valuable information for 
farmers wishing to secure brood sows 
The Society has placed an order for 
a car of shorts, and secretary Lindsay 
will be glad to receive orders for this 
feed. , 

The directors are planning an active 
campaign’ to secure-a’ better~ showing: 
than usual of Alberta stock at the 
Fair this year. There is a_ feeling 
that some local exhibitors have been 
discouraged from exhibiting in late 
years on account of the heavy opposi- 
tion of travelling exhibitors. In view 
of the fact that the Western Canada 
circuit has been divided in to Class 
A and Class B fairs this year, it is 
not anticipated that there will be the 
same line up as recently. 

The C.P.R. has consented to give 
some concessions in the matter of 
facilities for loading and_ unloading 
stock by installing an extra chute 
at the stockyards, and some movable 
chutes for Fair time. The directors 
are insistent that there shall be some 
radical improvement in the water sup- 
ply at the Stockyards, and a commit- 
tee composed of the ‘resident, Secre- 
tary, and H. F. Kenny will take the 
matter up. 

J. A. McPherson, convenor, F. C. 
Whitehouse, G. W. Smith, and H. F. 
Kenny, ex-officio, were appointed as a 
committee on crop production to in- 
vestigate conditions and see what help 
the society can give toward increasing 
the acreage this year. 

A committee composed of H. F. Ken- 
ny, convenor, Jos. Cole, and A. H. 
Walde, will report on the feasibility 
of installing a full seed-cleaning 
equipment in Red Deer by the Society. 

The meeting adjourned to meet on 
the first Saturday in March.

MILITARY SERVICE RECORD IN 
QUEBEC. 


Quebec, Feb. 2.—Thirty-three thous- 
and nine hundred and thirty eight 
cases have been heard by the local 
exemption boards in connection with 
the Military Service Act; 30,535 ex- 
emptions have been granted, 2,811 of 
which were only temporary. Seven 
hundred and forty-four exemptions 
were refused. The military authori- 
ties have appealed in 10,718 cases so 
far, and 294 enlisted men have appeal- 
ed from the decision of exemption 
tribunals.

|A WOMAN'S CANADIAN | 


CLUB FORMED) P ti P.D over got word this weeks that 


The. women. of Red Deer met to- 
gether in the I.0.0.F. Hall on- Satur- 
day afternoon, February ist, to con- 
sider the advisability of re-organizing 
the Women’s Club of Red Deer into a 
‘Women’s Canadian Club. . 

Mr. Michener took charge of the 


meeting, explaining that it seemed to 
be the wish of the ladies of the Club 
to re-organize it into a Canadian Club, 
and also explained the wider scope for 
the women in that they could get in 
public men and women to address 
them on the important questions of 
the day. Though there is a Men’s 
Canadian Club in Red Deer, it has,not 
been very active, but it-is thought 
that, with the co-operation of the wo- 
men, these societies could accomplish 
@ great: deal in the way of education 
and movements for the welfare of the 
general public. The ladies would be 
able to take charge of the social activ- 
ities and the men-could look after the 
financial business. Mr. Michener sug- 
gested that we might secure speakers 
such as Rev. Robt. Pearson, M.P.P., 
Miss MacAdams, M.P.P., ane Mrs. Mc- 
Kinney, M.P.P. 

Mr. R. L. Gaetz was then called upon 
to speak to the ladies, and after 
apologizing for being rather late, ex- 
plaining that he had been detained 
unavoidably through pressure of busi- 
ness and consequently was almost as 
much flustered as a woman is on.wash 
day, when the line breaks, letting her 
freshly washed clothes down in the 
dirt, the baby falls into the wash-tub, 
and the range pipes come down, bring- 
ing with them a shower of ashes and 
soot. : 

However, he was not so much flust- 
ered but what he realized that we are 
approaching a very serious time in 
Canada, and that the ladies have votes 
and it is just a question as to how the 
ladies are going to use them. Are 
they going to use them any better 
than the men? Mr. Gaetz referred to 


Tennyson as having stated that “the 


difference between man and man was 
as the difference between heaven and 
earth, but the difference betiveen wo- 


--men-and women was-as:the. difference 


between heaven and hell,” meaning of 


course that.there are very good women 


and very bad women, but in Red Deer 
and district we are blessed in having 
only the good women. 

Now the West is going to have a 
larger representation in Ottawa, and it 
is time we realized that serious re- 
sponsibilities accompany our increas- 
ed power, and I am pretty confident 
that the ladies will help us recognize 
the increased responsibility that 
comes with power. : 

It would be a dire calamity if we 
got the increased power and did not 
realize our increased responsibility, 
but if we recognize our responsibility 
and vote conscientiously and consider 
principles and philosophies of govern- 
ment rather than personal problema, 
I think there will be nothing but good 
that will come out of our increased 
power in Ottawa. 

I believe that the farmers’ organiz- 
ations are a great social and economic 
force. It is indicative of a great so- 
cial movement and Canada as a whole 
is going to be benefited by-this growth 
and the time will soon come when 
they will hold the balance of power. 
I think that we can be thankful that 
this new party is growing up and will 
soon become influential as a political 
force. 

Just at the present moment we are 
fortunate that we have a Union gov- 
ernment, but this Union government 
is only for the handling of the great 
problems which arise out of the war, 
and, while we might wish down deep 
in our hearts that this might continue 
so, it is hardly likely that it will be 
possible. 

In the past, the laws of the people 
have put the emphasis on the protec- 
tion of property, rather than the pro- 
tection of life. We inherited this from 


‘the Romans, who in their material age 


put the greatest value on property. 

We have always regretted greatly 
that Canada has been so partisan, and 
so wedded to party. The blame has 
been laid on the politicians, but I take 
exception to that, it is not the politi- 
cians but the public sentiment behind 
them. There has been absolutely no 
hope for an independent man in poli- 
tics because he would have had no 
followers. 

In the changing conditions that are 
going to come as a result of this terri- 
ble struggle, I am sure that we are 
going to have our lives clarified, and 
old systems are going to be done away 
with. Democracy in the past has real- 
ly not been much more than a farce 
but I believe that true democracy is 
dawning now and you and I will have 
to give the marking of aur ballots the 
most serious consideration, because it 
is as we vote that our laws will be 
made. The foundations of democracy 
are the Church, the School, and the 
Press. These foundations are not re- 
ceiving “the support which they are 
entitled to at the present time. We 
do not realize the great power of the

V/EST LAND REGULATIONS. 


JHE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years old, who was 
at the commencement of the present 
war, and has since continueg to be, a 
British subject or a subject of an 
allied or neutral country, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must ap- 
pear in person at Dominion Lands 
Agency or sub-Agency for District. 
Entry by proxy may be made on cer- 
tain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of land 
in each of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec- 
tion as pre-emption. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Duties—Reside six months in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cyltivate 50 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as svon as homestead patent on 
certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining his home- 
stead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 
acres, and erect a house worth $300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time 
of employment as farm laborers in 
Canada during 1917, as residence du- 
ties under certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are advert- 
ised or posted for entry, returned 
soldiers who have served overseas 
and have been honorably discharged 
receive one day priority in applying 
for entry at local Agent’s Office (but 
not sub-Agency). Discharge’ papers 
must be presented to Agent.

TAKE WEEKS TO GLEAR 
ROADS FOR TRAFFIC 


FREIGHT CONGESTION ON EAST- 
ERN ROADS IN STATES HAS ® 
BEEN INTENSIFIED. 
Washington, Jan. 29.— Railway 
freight congestion on Eastern rail- 
roads probably cannot be cleaned up 
before the middle or latter part of 


.| March, railway administration officials 


announced today. Bad weather this 
week has provided the culmination of 
misfortune, on which is based the con- 
viction that it will take at least six 


.weeks more to set traffic moving nor- 


mally through rail arteries. Even 
without the expected ‘thaw, which 
may send rivers flooding their banks, 
officials say recovery from the unpre- 
cedented period of blizzard weather 
would be slow. 

Because of this situation, both the 
railroad and fuel administration are 
planning a continuance of unusual 
measures to keep coal moving to con- 
suming points. It was said today that 
priority would continue to be given to 
fuel for many weeks, and that general 
freight would have to take its chances 
in moving. Food will have similar 
preference and necessary materials 
and supplies for war manufacturers 
are to proceed under the preference 
given such commodities by Director- 
General McAdoo’s recent order. 

Officials of some of the roads ad- 
niltted that many local embargoes 
would probably be put into effect dur- 
ing the next two months. 

The railroad administration Tues- 
day deeided to modify the drastic de- 
murrage regulations put into effect 
last week by restoring the so-called 
average agreement for cars held for 
unloading only, and by reducing rates 
after the two days’ free time to $3 a 
day for four days, $6 a day for three 


succeeding days, and $10 a day there- 
after. \

BIBLE PROPHECIES EXCITING 
RAMSGATE. 


Soldiers Parade With Banner In- 
scribed “19 Days to Peace.” 


Toronto, Jan. 30—The Mail 
Empire .carries the following: | 

London, Jan. 30.—Ramsgate, on the 
southeast coast, the most bombed 
town in England, is excited by the 
publication in the newspapers there 
of Bible prophecies which are inter- 
preted as showing that hostilities will 
cease in 19 days, and hence the kais- 
er’s death in February is predicted 
positively. Soldiers paraded the town 
carrying banners inscribed ‘19 days 
to peace” and singing “are we down- 
hearted?” 

Several clergymen of Ramsgate de- 
clare that the Scriptures show. un- 
questionably that hostilities are near 
the end. They say that the circum- 
stances and the method of the capture 
of Jerusalem are a complete prophecy 
in all details, thus showing the present 
is the great war described in Reve- 
lations. One preacher said disgust- 
edly: “I object to the use of the Bible 
as camouflage for the manual of war.”

WORK IN BERLIN CITY

GREAT STRIKE MOVEMENT 1S 
BEING EXTENDED TO PROVIN- 
CIAL TOWNS. 

GRAIN WAREHOUSES IN VIENNA 
BURNING. 


London, Jan. 30.—All the workmen 
in the Kiel shipyards and in the Vul- 
can works at Hamburg, and thous- 
ands of miners in the Rheinish West- 
phalian districts struck on Monday, 
according to the Berliner Vossische 
Zeitung. 

500,000 IN BERLIN. 

London, Jan. 30.—Nearly 500,000 
persons are already on strike in Ber- 
lin, and the number is being added to 
hourly, the Exchange Telegraph cor- 
respondent at Capenhagen telegraphs, 
under Tuesday’s date. The move- 
ment is being extended to the provin- 
cial towns. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Pol- 
itiken, of Copenhagen, reports that the 
strikers have formed a workmen's 
council of 500, with an “acting com- 
mission” of ten men and women, in- 
cluding Hugo Haase, the independent 
Socialist leader, and Phillip Scheide- 
mann, the majority Socialist leader. 

Other members of the commission 
include George Ledebour and William 
Dittmann, independent Socialists, and 
Frederich Ebert and Herr Braun, 
majority socialists, the dispatch adds. 


ARE NEGOTIATING. 


The commission, it is said, asked 
Herr Wallraf, the minister of the in- 
terior, to grant permission for the 
holding of meetings. Herr Wallraf, 
it is said declared he would not nego- 
tiate with the workmen, but would re- 
ceive Socialist members of Parlia- 
ment. Herr Scheidemann, Herr Hasse 
and two workmen went to the minister 
of the interior and informed him of 
the action of the commission, demand- 
ing unanimously that negotiations 
take place in the presence of the 
workmen. 

The result of Herr Wallraf’s de- 
liberations were not yet known, the 
dispatch reports,"but it quotes the 
Lokal Anzeiger, stating that import- 
ant negotiations are occurring be- 
tween him and Gen. von Stein, the 
Prussian minister of war. 


ENORMOUS DAMAGE. 
London, Jan. 30.—The grain ware- 
houses of the city of Vienna are afire. 
An enormous damage has been caused 
according to a Vienna dispatch, for- 
warded from Amsterdam by the Ex-

CARRIES U.S, MEN 
TO FIGHT HUNS 


HUGE FORMER GERMAN VESSEL 
_ TAKES 8,000 FIGHTERS ON 
ONE TRIP. 


Washington, Jan. 30.—Secretary 
Daniels, discussing the dispatch from 
the American Army headquarters re- 
garding commandeered German ships 
being used to--transport American 
troops abroad, disclosed today that 
between 600,000 and 700,000 tons of 
former enemy shipping was actively 
engaged in augmenting the expedition- 
ary forces and maintaining their sup- 
plies. ' 

The Leviathan, formerly the Vater- 
land, is capable of carrying up to 
10,000 troops in a single voyage, Mr. 
Daniels said, but 8,000 was considered 
the largest number which could be 
comfortably accommodated. In con- 
nection with the Leviathan’s repairs, 
it was learned that alterations made 
by American engineers resulted in 


. the increase of several knots in her 


speed. One. instance of improvement 
over the work of German shipbuilders 
was by the steam distribution system, 
which was found to be more efficient. 

The greatest single factor which 
operated for the quick return to ser- 
vice of the German ships was the use 
of new methods of welding by the 
engineers assigned to repair the dam- 
age done the ships’ engines by their 
German crews. These permitted the 
repair of damaged engines without 
the necessity of. removing the heavy 
parts, and actual tests were said to 
have proven that these weldings are 
stronger than those made under the 
old méthods. 


CRISIS OF WAR HAS 
COME AND WILL BE 
DECIDED THIS YEAR 


IN A MESSAGE TO AMERICAN 
FARMERS, PRESIDENT WILSON 
DECLARES. 


Washington, Jan. 31.—In a message | 


to the nation’s farmers, delivered to- 
day, ‘to an agricultural conference at 
Urbana, Ill., President Wilson said 
he thought statesmen on both sides 
of the water realize that the culmin- 
ating crisis of the war had come and 
this year’s achievements would decide 


tune lies in the balance, 
“Our national life andour whole 
future development will pass under 
the sinister influences of foreign con- 
trol if we do not win, therefore, we 
shall win. I need not ask you to 
pledge your lives and fortunes with 
those of the rest of the nation to the 
accomplishment of this great end. 

“You will realize, as I think states- 
men on both sides of the water real- 
ize, that the culminating crisis of the 
struggle has come and that the ac- 
hievements of this year on one side 
or the other mustdetermine the issue.” 

LOOK TO THE FARMERS. 

The president recalled that farmers 
fired the first shot at Lexington that 
set aflame the American revolution 
for liberty, and expressed the hope 
and belief that American farmers now 
will willingly stand by to win this 
war. He said the farmers did not 
want themselves exempted from mili- 
tary service as a class, but that the 
attention of the war department was 
centered upon the task of interfering 
with farm labor as little as possible, 
and he believed that in the next 
draft the farmers would find their

| SURPRISING FIGURES 


Statistics of the automobile indus- 
try for the United States in the year 
1917. are printed by the New York 


Sun, They contain some most inter- 
esting data. For instance, there were 
registered in the States during the 
year, 4,342,149 motor vehicles, or about 
one to-every twenty-four of the popu- 
lation. The value of passenger ser- 
vice of these cars at the railway rate 
of two cents a mile was $1,152,600,009. 
About forty per cent. of the total car 
sales during the year went to the 
farmers of the country. ~ 

In all countries. cutside of the Uni- 
ted States, on January 1, 1917, there 
were 719,246 automobiles in use. Eur- 
ope had 437,558 of them, and. Canada 
118,086. There were 39,188 motor 
cars in use in South America at that 
date. 

More instructive, even, are the fig- 
ures dealing with motor trucks, of 
which there were 435,000 in use in the 
United States last year. It is esti- 
mated that the tonnage of goods 
hauled by these trucks during the year 
was 1,200,000,000, and.that the cost of 
hauling at 18 cents per ton per mile 
was $1,089,000,000. To have hauled 
the same amount of goods by horse 
and wagon on e, but:s of 24 cents per 
ton mile would have cost $1,440,000,- 

During the year it is estimated that 
no less than two million horses were 
displaced by motor trucks. There are 
24,000,000 horses in the United States 
and the product of 120,000,000 acres 
of land is required to sustain them. 
As @ result of the displacement of 
horses by motor trucks last year, ten 
million acres of good land were re- 
leased for the production of human 
food or for other purposes. 

It is very evident that the motor 
vehicle has not only come to stay, but 
that it is rapidly proving its efficiency 
as a saving factor in the economic 
life of the nation. The figures pre- 
sented by The Sun are startling in 
the demonstration they give of the 
value of the mechanical truck as com- 
pared with the horse drawn vehicle.

Inaugural Meeting--Officers 
_ and Rates the Same as 
in 1917 


The first meeting for 1918 of the 
Council of Local Improvement District 
No. 339 was held in the Red Deer City 
Council Chamber on Monday after- 
noon. There were present Francis 
Ross, Div. 1; Geo, Blake, Div. 2;. L. 
Egelkraut, Div. 3; Byron Northey, Div. 
4; W. J. Reay, Div. 5; R..E. Fiske, 
Div.. 6. The Councillors took their 
declarations of office and re-elected 
Mr. Francis Ross, of Pine Lake, chair- 
man for 1918, 

Mr. Hey Re-Elected Sec’y-Treas. 

Mr. J. W. Hey was re-elected secre- 
tary-treasurer, the salary being  in- 
creased to $720, owing to increase of 
work through tax enforcement pro- 
ceedings. Mr. Hey considered that an 
extra allowance of $100 was justly due 
him for his work in 1917, owing to tax 
enforcement work, but the Council did 
not take any action thereon at pre- 
sent, 

Compromising on Arrears 

Mr. J. J. Gaetz addressed the Coun- 
cil re arrears of taxes on blocks 3 to 
10, 12 to 23, 28 to 30, 32, 33, ‘38 to 40, 
King George Park. Mr. Gaetz was the 
original owner,but the property had not 
been paid for and he was taking pro- 
ceedings to recover it, ta. cancel this 
part of the sub-division and revert to 
farm land. He offered to pay one 
third of the taxes in arrears, and the 
current taxes. The Council decided 
to accept the offer, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs. Mr. Gaetz also asked for the 
opening up of a road on the west side 
of this property. He had granted a 
33 foot strip towards the road. It was 
decided to leave the matter over to 
see if arrangements could be made 
with some lot owners to avert a blind 
end. 

The Western: Municipal News will be 
ordered for the Councillors and_ the 
Secretary-Treasurer. ; 

The Department will be asked for 
bridges between 7 and 12-38-27; be- 
tween 16 and 17-37-26; three at Pine 
Lake and the replacement of the bridge 
at the north end; between 2 and 35, 
Div. 3 and 4, near Springvale church. 

Accounts and paysheets amounting 
-to $382.41, were passed. 

Road diversions between 35 and 36, 
between 25 and 26-37-26, west 4th, and 
on township line between 25-37-27 and 
30-37-26 were also required. 


The annual fee of $10 for the Union 
of Rural Municipalities and L. I. D. 
Councils was passed, and Chairman 
Ross and Councillor Blake appointed 
as delegates to the annual convention 
at Edmonton on February 6, 7 and 8. 
Rural Municipal Acts will be obtained 
for the use of the Councillors. 


It was agreed, after some discussion, 
to fix the rate at 6% cents per acre, 
the same as the past three years. Two 
or three Councillors were disposed to 
favor an increase." The general - ex- 
penditures will be laid on each division 
in proportion to assessment. The Min- 
ister will be asked to sanction an in- 
crease for men and teams: to the rate 
ruling in the district. 

The next meeting will be held at 
Red Deer in March.

ITALIANS ADVANCE 
IN SURPRISE MOVE 
PUSH ENEMY BACK 


AUSTRIAN ATTACK DID NOT suc. 
CEED IN REACHING THE 
ITALIAN LINES, 


Rome, Feb. 1—The Austrians yes- 
terday attacked on the Asfago plain 
in“an attempt to drive the Italians 
from their newly won positions on 
Monti di val Bella, the war offics an- 
nounced today. The enemy, however, 


.| Was unable to reach the Italian side 


of the line. 

The Italians by a sudden attack at 
dawn yesterday, advanced their lines 
as far as the head of the Telago val- 
ley in this sector. 

Italian Headquarters in’ Northern 
Italy, Jan. 31.—The splendid success 
gained by the Italian troops in two 
days of fighting west of the Brenta 
river has been maintained at all 
points and the area of newly-occupied 
territory is: being organized rapidly 
without further effort by the enemy 
to regain his lost positions. 

As the Italian brigade which took 
part in the fighting reassembled, it 
developed that their losses were com- 
paratively small, the aggregate being 
considerably less than the number of 
prisoners taken from the enemy. 


ENEMY LOSSES HEAVY. 


But the enemy losses were extreme- 
ly heavy as is shown by the number of 
dead left on the field and the reports 
of prisoners. It is estimated that the 
total enemy loss without counting the 
prisoners taken by the Italians was 
between 5,000 and 6,000. 

Throughout the Italian army the 
troops have been stimulated by the 
success in the Asiago area, and the 
Italian triumph is taken to show the 
really formidable and aggressive spirit 
of the new forces. A considerable 
part of the troops engaged were of the 
classes last called to the colors, in- 
cluding some 19 years old.

LLOYD GEORGE AND THE 
AGRICULTURALISTS. 


In a recent address to a deputation 
of English agriculturalists, Right Hon. 
David Lloyd George said that unless 
# were possible to supply with food 
the population behind the lines, as 
well as the soldiers at the front, the 


these aims or to perish, and to defeat 
them there is but one way; we must 
fight on till the failure of ‘militarism’ 
is brought home unmistakably to the 
whole people “of Germany. 


“THE FOOD CONTROLLER SAYS.” 


Every pound added to the nourish- 
ing things to eat—animal or vegetable 
—will count in this momentous year 
of 1918. No one should shirk taking 
up work on a small plot through too 
modest an idea of its value. Food 
control has to begin on the _ small 
scale. It will be chiefly effective 
through its thoroughness in the small 
but innumerable households of the 
land. So, if more foods can be grown 
on the home plot, no matter how 
small, there will be a saving in ex- 
portable food and to that extent an 
increased amount of food will be re- 
leased for shipment to the Allies. 
Every new bushel of vegetables next 
spring and summer will releaso its 
equivalent in wheat. It is the drops of 
water in the ocean that go to make up 
the mighty tide of the Bay of Fundy. 
The essence of more production does 
not mean simply more acres put to 
wheat, but more eatable things from 
each man‘s labor. A small area well 
looked after is often more profitable 
in an unfavorable season than a large 
area. An English farm is often meas- 
ured downwards, i.e., by the depth of 
its productive soil, rather than valued 
for its sheer acreage. 

Of the need for all exportable Can- 
adian food products no one should 
longer be in doubt. The first of a 
series of fortnightly cablegrams from 
France to the Food Controller states 
with a plainness that would be pitiful 
if it were not so noble, how badly off 
the French civilians are. “The supply 
of breadstuffs is causing grave anxi- 
ety. Imports are very short. Our 
bread car machinery has been com- 
pleted but present lack of cereals will 
not permit of its application,” it says. 
What does that mean? Simply that 
France is so short of bread that it 
cannot risk even a re-adjustment of 
what must be literally a hand-to-mouth 
system, lest some should starve. Yet 
France fights on gloriously! Surely 
a common pride in an Ally fighting 
the bravest fight of all the ages should 
be enough to make anyone determine 
that in as far as in him lies he will 
aid such a noble race. The cablegram 
adds that sugar, farinaceous foods 
other than wheat, butter and meats 
are all dreadfully short and that oils 
and fats are practically unobtainable 
as the only one of the British domin- 
ions practically accessible to cargo 
carriers, as it is manifestly “up to 
Canada” to strain every nerve to in- 
crease the exportable quantities of 
those commodities so much needed 
overseas. * .:

BAKERS HELPING ‘FOOD CON- 
TROLLER. 


The bakers of Canada are co-oper- 
ating with the Food Controller in an 
effort to bring about a saving in the 
consumption of wheat’ flour in the 
Dominion,; so that larger quantities 
may be released for export’ to the 
Allies overseas. At the annual meet- 
ing of the Ontario Bread and Cake 
Manufacturer’s Association held in 
Toronto lately, Professor R. Harcourt, 
head of the Department of Chemistry, 
Ontario Agricultural College, Guelph, 
represented the Food Controller. The 
bakefs expressed their willingness to 
do anything in their power to help in 
the attainment of the Food Controll- 
er’'s objects. A committee was ap- 
pointed to draft resolutions outlining 
the views of the Association, 


‘Lethbridge Telegram.— “Whitefish, 
we believe, today is selling at 15 cents 
per pound, and halibut from 25 to 28 
cents... Housewives with mournful 
sighs think of other and cheaper days, 
and the fish diet threatens to reach 
the ‘vanishing point. Flounders and 
cod are all very well, but they are not 


of popular taste.. And why force fish- 
eaters. to a diet of flounders and cod?, 


‘ The fish-eating policy of the Food 


Controller has had a rude jolt. The 
uninitiated public naturally wonders 
why these things should be so, The 
fish question looks decidedly fishy. 
It certainly merits investigation. We 
have a fuel controller, and it appears 
eminently desirable to have a_ fish 
controller who can give his particular 
time and attention to the fish for food 
problem. In these days when there 
is no patronage, we may surely sug- 
gest this. 

Are the public, who are asked not 
to eat too much meat, to be forced to 
an expensive figh diet? So far as pro- 
duction goes there is not much ex- 
pense to fish production. It is a nat- 
ural process. The public should have 
some protection, and it should not be 
possible for them to be exploited by 
what lotks like the “fishing inter. 
ests.” At present, what with the 
meat question, they are decidedly be- 
tween, not the devil, who may be the 
fish price exploiter, but between cat- 
tle and the deep sea.

USED DYNAMITE TO 
FINISH WILD MEXICAN 


El Paso, Texas, Feb. 2.—After shoot- 
ing and killing four persons and 
dangerously wounding another early 
today, Felip Alvarrez, a Mexican, was 
himself blown to pieces by dynamite 
which was thrown into the _ small 
house in the Mexican quarter, where 
he had takn refuge from more than 
100 city and military police, who at- 
tempted to capture him. 

Alvarrez went to the home of Mrs. 
Trinidad Lucerg on Texas street and 
began shooting at her and her two 
children. The children were instant- 
ly killed and their mother dangerous- 
ly wounded. 

The police chased the infuriated 
Mexican ten blocks, shooting as they 
ran. He entered the house in the 
Mexican quarter, barricaded himself, 
and then opened fire on the police, 
killing one policeman and Juan Garcia, 
deputy tax collector. 


OLIVER WILL CALL OFF 
HIS ELECTION PROTEST 


Edmonton, Alta., Feb. 2.—It was un- 
officially announced here today that 
Hon. Frank Oliver has decided not to 
proceed with his protest against Brig.- 
Gen. Griesbach, C.M.G., D.S.O., Union- 
ist candidate in West Edmonton. The 
Liberal candidate lodged his protest 
on Jan. 28, the day when the official 
count showed him leading by 80 votes. 
When the overseas vote, which is ex- 
pected to give Gen. Griesbach a big 
majority, is counted, the 40 days al- 
lowed by the act will have elapsed, 
and a protest will be null and void.

Amsterdam, Feb. 1—The almost 
complete lack of nourishment in many 
of the food “substitutes” now being 
sold in Germany is arousing a storm 
of warning from German scientists, 
who declare that government super- 
vision of the whole substitute food 
traffic is an immediate - necessity. 
Professor Juckenack, of the Univer- 
sity of Berlin, writing in the Vossiche 
Zeitung, says: 

“It is useless any longer to hide the 
truth. Unless the government active- 
ly intervenes to put some control over 
the flood of substitute foods with 
which we are overwhelmed, the end 
of the war will also see the end of 
a third of Germany’s population. 
Moreover, the remaining two-thirds 
will be so enfeebled from malnutrition 
that they will be unable to perform 
the imménse tasks of recuperation 
and restoration. 

“DEVIL ALONE KNOWS.” 

“The devil alone knows what are 
the ingredients of thousands of these 
wretched substitutes that already do 
duty for butter and eggs, oil and 


milk, flour and spirits, meat and broth, 


coffee and spgar, tobacco and tea, 
fish and sausage, cheese and caviar, 
and so on without end.” 

“The latest products of the ingen- 
ious substitute mongers are really 
too terrible to be tolerated. A pre- 
paration of crude kerosene is now 
being largely sold as frying oil, and 
800 cases of serious illness, together 
with nine deaths, have been traced 
to its use in Berlin alone. A prepar- 
ation called ‘goose dripping’ is pre- 
pared from dog’s fat; egg substitutes 
form a mixture of chalk and baking 
powder; caviar from fish scales and 
bread from straw. What people, no 
matter how patriotic, can hold out on 
such fare?”

FOOD HOARDERS IN 


~GANADA MAY GET 
~ INTO TROUBLE 


GROCERS TO BE REQUIRED TQ~ 
FURNISH NAMES OF PERSONS 
BUYING MUCH FLOUR. 


Ottawa, Feb, 1.—Drastic measures 
against persons hoarding food are 
being considered by the food control- 
ler. Warning was issued tonight that 
householders ,will find themselves in 
an unenviable position if spoiled flour 
is found on their premises. 

The packers, who have been in con- 
ference this week with the food con- 
troller in regard to new regulations 
governing their operations, have re- 
commended that the food controller 
communicate with every grocer and 
with all the retail dealers in flour in 
Canada requiringfrom them the names 
and addresses of persons who have 
purchased more than a-ninety-eight 
pound bag of flour during the last 
month. Furthermore, it is suggested 
that dealers and grocers failing to 
make returns would have very little 
chance of obtaming a licence under 
the licensing system which will soon 
be extended to this trade. The re- 
commendation adds that effective 
steps should be taken to prevent the 
possibility of serious waste. 

Such action has been taken in Great 
Britain where the books of depart- 
mental stores have already been ex- 
amined and summons have been is- 
sued in hundreds of cases against 
persons who have been hoarding food. 

“There is,” says the food controller, 
“absolutely no necessity or excuse for 
Canadians buying more flour than is 
required for current needs. The be- 
lief that the new flour is a poor qual- 
ity is unfounded. Few people vgll be 
able to tell the difference between the 
bread made from standard flour and 
that made from flour heretofore in use. 
Hoarding is, therefore, unnecessary, 
unprofitable, and unpatriotic, and food 
hoarders may be exposed as a result 
of measures now under consideration.” 


LORD LANSDOWNE 
ENDORSES PEAGE 
TERMS OF ALLIES 


CONCURS WITH STATEMENTS OF 

LLOYD GEORGE AND PRESIDENT 

WILSON; AN HONORABLE AND 
DURABLE PEACE. 


London, Jan. 31.—The Marquis of 
Lansdowne, in an address today, said 
that he concurred entirely with the 
recent speeches of David Lloyd George 
the British Prime Minister, and Pres- 
ident Wilson on peace aims. “I be- 
lieve all of us are ready to prolong the 
war, as terrible as it is, until we can 
get a clean peace,” said the leader of 
the opposition in the House of Lords. 

Lord Lansdowne added that the time 
for obtaining such a peace should not 
be too long delayed, and that no op- 
portunity shoa!d be neglected to bring 
it nearer. 

Lord Lansdowne was replying to an 
address presented by Earl Loreburn 
from the Lord High Chancellor and 
others of his supporters, including 
authors and journalists. 

WANTS A CLEAN PEACH. 

“But it is our desire,” Lord Lans- 
downe said, “that the time for obtain- 
ing that clean peace should, if possible 
not be too long delayed, and that no 
opportunity should be neglected of 
bringing it nearer. ‘ 

“By a clean peace I mean a peace 
which will be honorable and durable.” 

Continuing Lord Lansdowne said 
there was only one way of getting this 
peace, and that was by forming a com- 
bination of great powers under which 
the powers would hold themselves 
bound to refer international disputes 
to some kins of international tribunal. 

Lord Lansdowne asked if it would 
not be true to add if the cohesion of 
Germany could be obtained to such a 
part it would mean the negation of 
Prussian militarism. He said there 
would be no room for Prussian mili- 
tarism ingide such a combination. 


CRITICIZES HERTLING. 


The speaker said he accepted whole 
heartedly the suggestion of Mr. Lloyd 
George that territorial questions should 
be settled on the basis of national 
self-determination. The speech of 
Count von Hertling, the Imperial Ger- 
man chancellor, was a_ disappoint- 
ment to him, Lord Lansdowne added. 
“I think nobody would be more sur- 
prised than von Hertling,” the speak- 
er said, “ if he thought we were going 
to hand over Gibraltar, Hong Kong, 
and some other little quarters of the 
earth.” 


PLENTY OF GOAL FROM

ALARM. 


Winnipeg, Feb. 1—An analysis of 
the fuel situation in the west shows 
bountiful supplies of western coal 
streaming into Winnipeg.

London, Feb. 1.—Another unsuccess- 
ful attempt on the life of Premier 
Lenine was made last night, according 
to the Petrograd correspondent of the 
Daily News. A young man in a stud- 
ent’s uniform entered the Smolny in- 
stitute, the Bolshoviki headquarters, 
and fired a shot from a revolver at 
the premier without hitting him. ‘The 
Red Guards stationed outside the pre- 
mier’s room were arrested and will be 
charged with neglect of duty. 

An attempt was made to assassinate 
Premier Lenine.on January 16. With 
a number of friends the premier was’ 
going to the Smolny Institute in an 
automobile when several shots were 
fired at the car.- Lenine was not in- 
jured. = 


SPAIN MAY ENTER WAR 


MADRID ASKS REPARATION FOR 
SINKING OF STEAMER, SETS 
48 HOURS LIMIT. 


London, February 1—A Madrid dis- 
patch to the Daily Mail says: 

“Relations between Spain and Ger- 
many are critical. Spain, through her 
ambassador in Berlin, demanding re- 
paration for the torpedoing of the Gir- 
alda, and requesting a reply within 
48 hours.” 

Washington, Feb. 1.—Quick retali- 
atory measures were ordered last 
night.-as the answer of the United 
States and the Allies to Spain’s inter- 
ference with the shipment of goods 
across her frontier into France. In 
fact, certain Spanish ships now in 
American ports ready to sail are being 
held up pending a clearing of the situ- 
ation, although the war trade board 
in a formal statement Friday night 
denied that vessels under the Spanish 
flag generally were being kept in port. 

The United States government is 
particularly concerned in the situation 
because of large orders placed in 
Spain by General Pershing for sup- 
plies. 

It holds, too, as the chief weapon 
to force a lifting of an embargo placed 
by Spain, since Spain draws heavily 
on the United States for foodstuffs. 

Allied officials have been given no 
end of perplexity by Spain. Although 
not so situated geographically as to 
ship supplies readily into Germany, 
charges have been made that goods 
from Spain have gone through the 
Swiss port of entry from France into 
Switzerland, and thence into Germany. 
Charges have also been made that 
the German spy system has used wire- 
less equipment in Spain to communi- 
cate with the Central powers. 

A considerable element in the Span- 
ish government, it is well known, is 
German in its leanings and officials 
in Washington express no hesitation 
in intimating that this element is in 
a large measure rseponsible for the 
present trouble. The official reason 
given for the blocking of Gen. Per- 
shings orders, is said to be that the 
Spanish railroads have broken down 
and that it is impossible to handle 
goods destined for Europe.

SEAGULLS ARE THE BEST SUB- 
MARINE DETECTORS, SAY 
OFFICERS. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 31—A plea for 
the protection of gulls, described as 
the best submarine detectors in the 
world, was made yesterday by Edward 
H. Forbush, state ornithologist, at a 
legislative hearing of a bill providing 
for the extension of the closed season 
on water fowl. 

“Airplanes see the gulls and signal 
for'the destroyers to come and take 
care of the submarines,” says Mr. 
Forbush. “The gulls follow submar- 
ines to pick up refuse, and so they 
are sure to detect the presence of 
such craft.”

UNIVERSITY NOTES 


“The Barrage,” @ magazine pub- 
lished by the Canadian Reserve Art- 
illery Brigade in England has in its 
initial number an aarticle entitled, 
“The Khaki College.” This is of spec- 
ial interest to the Province of Alberta, 
in that it ds in connection with this 
educational work that the President 
of the Provincial University has gone 
overseas. To quote “The Barrage’— 
“If you are a student whose college or 
school course has been interrupted by 
the war, you can continue your studies 
at the evening classes of the Khaki 
College. This unique institution has 
grown up very quickly and has as its 
beginning the small study groups al- 
ready started among men who wanted 
to keep abreast of thought along diff- 
erent lines. Courses in history, liter- 
ature, mathematics, agriculture, lan- 
guages, and business are in full swing 
now in the huts assigned for the work. 
At Witley camp alone over five hun- 
dred fellows are enrolled for regular 
studies. Any soldier completing a set 
course in the Khaki College will be 
given credit by the Canadian Univer- 
sity of his choice for the amount of 
work that he has done."

Washington, Jan. 31.—Constant al- 
terations of plans to meet rapid chang- 
es in air fighting tactics in Europe, 
combined with delays in getting mat- 
erfial and scarcity of skilled labor, has 
put America’s aircraft program two 
months behind schedule, though it is 
now moving forward smoothly. In 
disclosing this today to the senate 
military committee, Col. Deeds, ass- 
istant to Maj.-Gen. Squier, chief signal 
Officer of the army, said that not a 
single machine of the exact type 
planned when congress appropriated 
$640,000,000 for an air fleet will see 
service in France. 

Col. Deeds told the committee that 
the tendency was toward machines 
of greater power and that valuable 
lessons in this respect had been 
learned at the last battle about Ver- 
‘|dun. He believed that the machine 
now being manufactured and sent to 
France, not only would meet present 
requirements, but would excel any- 
thing that the enemy may produce in 
some time to come. 

Col. Deeds said that four types of 
machines were being manufactured— 
elemental training, advanced training, 
combatant and bombing. Contracts 
have been letefor 5,350 of the element- 
ary type, first used by students; 2,153 
have been completed and contracts 
have been awarded for 1,400 of the 
advanced training. Information about 
combat and bombing crafts was with- 
held. 
however, exceeded in the aggregate

and are distributed as follows: 

$194,000,000 on fixed prices con- 
tracts; $285,000,000 for those on cost 
plus percentage basis and $255,000,000 
in foreign contracts with France and 
Italy.
